ou: Way almoſt every Day of our Lives. A Man has 
frequent Opportunities of mitigating the Fierceneſs 

of a Party; of doing Juſtice to the Character of a 
deſerving Man; of ſoftening the Envious, quieting 
the Angry, and rectifying the Prejudiced ; which are 

all of them Employments ſuited to a reaſonable Na- 
ture, and bring great Satisfaction to the Perion who. 

; can buſy himſelf in them with Diſcretion. | 
K There is another Kind of Virtue that may find 
| Employment for thoſe retired Hours in vhich we are 
altogethcr left to ourſelves, and deſtitute of Compa- 
ny and Converſation ; I mean that Intercourſe and 
Communication which every reaſonable Creature

= ought to maintain with the great Authorof his Being. 
'The Man who lives under an habitual Senſe of the 
Divine Preſence, keeps upa perpetual Chearfulneſs of 
Temper, and 2 every Moment the Satisfaction 


of thinking himſelf in Company with his deareſt and 
beſt of Friends. The Time never lies heavy upon 


him: Tt is impoſſible for him to be alone. His 
Thoughts and Paſſions are the moſt buſted at ſuch 


Hours, when thoſe of other Men are the moſt unac- 
wàtive. He no ſooner ſteps out of the World, but his 
Heart burns with Devotion, ſwells with Hope, and 
= triumphs in the Conſciouſneſs of that Preſence which 
every where ſurrounds. him; or, on the contrary, 
pours out its Fears, its Serrows, its Apprehenſions, 
co the great Supporter of his Exiſten ce. 
I have here only. conſidered the Neceſſity of a 
Man's being virtuous, that he may have ſomething 
to do; but if we conſider further, that the Exerciſe 
of Virtue is not only an Amuſement for the Time it 
laſts, but that its Influence extends to thoſe Parts of 
our Exiſtence which lie beyond the Grave, and that 
our whole Eternity is to take its Colour from thoſe 
Hours which we here employ in Virtue or Vice, the 
Argument redoubles upon us, for putting in Pragtice 
this Method of paſſing away our Time. .

The next Method therefore that I would propoſe 
to fill up our Time, ſhould be uſeful and innocent 
Diverſions.

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elſe to recommend them, but that there is no Hurt 
in them. Whether any Kind of Gaming has even 
thus much to ſay for itſelf, I ſhall not determine ;

The Stage might be made a perpetual Source of 
the moſt noble and uſeful Entertainments, were it 
under proper Regulations.

But the Mind never unbends itſelf ſo agreeably as 
in the Converſation of a well choſen Friend. There 
is indeed no Bleſſing of Life that is any Way compa- = 
rable to the Enjoyment of a diſcreet and virtuous 
Friend. It eaſes and unloads the Mind, clears and 
improves the e engenders 'I'hought 7 
and Knowledge, animates Virtue-and good Refolu- 
tions, ſooths and allays the Paſſions, and finds Em- 
ployment for molt of the vacant Hours of Life. 
Next to ſuch an Intimacy with a particular Perſon, 
one would endeavour after a more general Converſa- 
tion with ſuch as are capable of edifying and enter- 
taining thoſe with whom they converic, which are 
Qualities that ſeldom go aſunder.

In the firſt Place, a Man who takes Delight in 


hearing the Faults of others, ſhews ſufficiently that 


he has a trueReliſh of Scandal, and conſequently the 
Seeds of this Vice within him. If his Mind is 1785 


tified with hearing the Reproaches which are caſt on 


others, he will find. the ſame Pleaſure in relating 


them, and be the more apt to do it, as he will na- 


turally imagine every one he converſes with is de- 


lighted in the fame Manner with himſelf. A Man 
ſhould endeavour therefore to wear out of his Mind 
this criminal Curioſity, which is perpetually heighten- 
ed and inflamed by liſtening to ſuch Stories as tend 
to the Diſreputation of others. 


In the ſecond Place, A Man ſhould conſult his 
own Heart, whether he be not apt to beheve ſuch 


little blackening Accounts; and more inclined to 


be credulous on the uncharitable, than on the good- 
natured Side. 3 5 
Such a Credulity is very vicious in itſelf, and ge- 
nerally ariſes from a Man's Conſciouſneſs of his own 
ſecret Corruptions. It is a pretty Saying of Thales, 


Falſhood is juſt as far diſtant from Truth, as the 


Ears are from the Eyes. By which he would inti- 
mate, that a wiſe Man ſhould not eaſily give Credit 


to the Reports of Actions which he has not ſeen. I 


ſhall under this Head, mention two or three remark- 


able Rules to be obſerved by the Members of the ce- 


lebrated Abbey de la Tape, as they are publiſhed in 


a little French Book. ; : | 
'The Fathers are there ordered, never to give an 
Ear to any Accounts of baſe or criminal Actions; to 


turn off all ſuch Diſcourſe if poſhble ; but in caſe 3 


they hear any thing of this Nature fo well atteſted 
that they cannot diſbelieve it, they are then to ſup- 


_ Poſe that the criminal Action may have proceeded 


from a good Intention in him who is guilty of it. 
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but it is certainly much more laudable, than to ſup- 
poſe, as the.jll-natured Part of the World does, that 
indifferent and even good Actions proceed from bad 
Principles and wrong Intentions: „ 
In the third Place, A Man ſhould examine his 
Heart, whether he does not find in it a ſecret Inch- 
nation to propagate ſuch Reports, as tend to the Diſ- 
reputation of another. 1 | 


When the Diſeaſe of the Mind, which I have 
* hitherto been ſpeaking of, ariſes to thisDegree of Ma- 

lignity, it diſcovers itſelf in its worſt Symptom, and 
is in Danger of becoming incurable. I need not 
= therefore inſiſt upon the Guilt. in this laſt Particular, 
| which every one cannot but diſapprove, who is not 
void of Humanity, or even common Diſcretion. I 
ſhall only add, that whatever Pleaſure any Man _ 
take in ſpreading Whiſpers of this Nature, he wil 

find an infinitely greater Satisfaction in conquerin; 

the Temptation he ts under, by letting the Secret die

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I look on Chearfulneſs, m,, 
As on'the Health of Virtue.— YounG. 


Have always preferred Chearfulneſs to Mirth. 
The latter I conſider as an Act, the former as an 
Habit of the Mind. Mirth is ſhort and tranſient, 
| Chearfulneſs fixed and permanent. Thole are often 
| raiſed into the pgreateft Tranfports of Mizth, who 
are ſubject to the greateſt Depreſſions of Melancholy: 
On the contrary, Chearfulneſs, though it does not 
| give the Mind ſuch an exquiſite Gladneſs, prevents 
us from falling into any Depths of Sorrow. Mirth 
is like a Flaſh of Lightening, that breaks through a 
Gloom of Clouds and glitters for a Moment; Chear-

as filled with a certain Triumph and Inſolence of 
Heart, that is inconſiſtent with a Life which is every 
Moment obnoxious to the greateſt Dangers. Wri- 
ters of this Complexion have obſerved, that the ſa- 
cred Perſon who was the great Pattern of Perfection, 
Chearfulneſs of Mind is not liable to any of theſe 
Exceptions ; it is of a ſerious and compoſed Nature, 
it does not throw the Mind into a Condition impro- 


per for the preſent State of Humanity, and 1s very 


conſpicuous in the Characters of thoſe who are look- 
ed upon as the greateſt Philoſophers among the Hea- 


| thens, as well as among thoſe who have been de- 


ſervedly eſteemed as Saints and holy Men among 
Chriftians. 3 VVV 
If we conſider Chearfulneſs in three Lights, with 
Regard to ourſelves, to thoſe we converſe with, and 
to the great Author of our Being, it will not a little 
recommend itſelf on each of theſe Accounts. The 
Man who is poſſeſſed of this excellent Frame of

Mind, is not only eaſy in his Thoughts, but a perfect 
Maſter of all the Powers and Faculties of his Soul : 


His Imagination is always clear, and his Judgment 
undiſturbed : His Temper. is even and unruffled, 
whether in Action or in Solitude. He comes with 
a Reliſh to all theſe Goods which Nature has pro- 
vided for him, taſtes all the Pleaſures of the Creation 
which are poured about him, and does not feel the 
Fu Weight of theſe accidental Evils which may be- 
al him. . 


If we conſider him in Relation to the Perſons 
whom he converſes with, it naturally produces Love 


and Good-will towards him. A chearful Mind is 


not only diſpoſed to be affable and obliging, but rai- 
ſes the ſame good Humour in thoſe who come with- 
in its Influences. A Man finds himſelf pleaſed, he 
does not know why, with the 8 his

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Companions : It is like a ſudden Sun-ſhine that a- 
wakens a ſecret Delight in the Mind, without attend- 
ing on it. The Heart rejoices of its own Accord, 
and naturally flows out into Friendſhip and Benevo- 
| lence oval the Perſon who has ſo kindly an Ef- 
fect upon fx. . e 
When I conſider this chearful State of Mind in 
its third Relation, I cannot but look upon it as a 
conſtant habitual Gratitude to the Great Author of 
Nature. An inward Chearfulneſs is an implicit 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving to Providence under its 
Diſpenſations. It is a Kind of Acquieſcence in the 
State wherein we are placed, and a ſecret Approba- 
tion of the Divine Will in his Conduct towards Man. 
There are but two Things, which, in my Opinion, 
can reaſonably deprive us of this Chearfulneſs of 
Heart. The firſt of theſe is the Senſe of Guilt. A 
Man who lives in a State of Vice and Impenitence, 
can have no Title to that Evenneſs and Tranquillity 
of Mind which is the Health of the Soul, and the 
Rx naturalEffect of Virtue and Innocence. Chearfulneſs 
in an ill Man deſerves a harder Name than Language 
can furniſh us with, and is many Degrees beyond 
what we commonly call Folly and Madneſs. 2 
= Atheiſm, by which I mean a Diſbelief of the Su- 
preme Being, and conſequently of a future State, 
under whatſoever Titles it ſhelters itſelf, may like- 
VE vile very reaſonably deprive a Man of this Chearful- 
VE cls of Temper. There is ſomething fo particularly 
IE gloomy and offenſive to human Nature in the Pro- 
| ipect of Non-exiſtence, that I cannot but wonder 
with many excellent Writers, how it is poſſible for 
a Man to out-live the Expectation of it. For my 
{own Part think the Being of a God is ſo little to 
be doubted, that it is almoſt the only Truth we are 
q jure of, and ſuch a Truth as we meet with in every 
LR Object, in every Occurrence, and in every Thought. 
lf ue look into the Characters of this Tribe of In- 
dels, we generally find they are made up of Pride,

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Spleen, and Cavil: Le is indeed no Wonder, that 
Men, who are uneaſy to themſelves, ſhould be ſo 
to the reſt of the World; and how is it poſhble for 
7 Man to be otherwiſe than uneaſy in himſelf, when 
he is in Danger every Moment of loſing his entire Ex- 
iſtence, and dropping into nothing?

The vicious Man and Atheiſt have ee no 
Pretence to Chearfulneſs, and would act very un- 
reaſonably, ſhould they endeavour after it. It is 
impoſſible for any one to live in good Humour, and 
enjoy his preſent Exiſtence, who is apprehenſive ei- 
ther of Torment or of Anivibilagion ; of being) miſe- 
rable, or of nt being at al. 
After having mentioned theſe two great Principles 
which are deſtructive of Chearfulneſs in their own 
Nature, as well as in right Reaſon, I cannot think 
of any other that ought to baniſh this happy Tem- 
per from a virtuous Ng Pain and Sickneſs, Shame 
and Reproach, Poverty and old Age, nay Death itſelf, 
conſidering the Shortneſs of their Duration, and the 
Advantage we may reap from them, do not deſerve 
the Name of Evils.

\HERE is not a common-Saying which has a 
better Turn of Senſe in it, than what we often 
hear in the Mouths of the Vulgar, that Cuſtom is a 
ſecond Nature. It is indeed able to form the Man 
anew, and give him Inclinations and Capacities 
altogether different from thoſe he was born with, 
Dr Plot, in his Hiſtory of Stafford/brre, tells us of 
an Idiot, that chancing to live within the Sound of 


a Clock, and always amuſing himſelf with counting 
ID whenever. the Clock ſtruck ; 


the Hour of the 
the Clock being ſpoiled by fome Accident, the Idiot 
continued to ſtrike and count the Hour without the 
Help of it, in the ſame Manner as he had done 
when it was entire. Though I dare not vouch for 
the Truth of this Story, it is very certain that Cuſ- 
Fred upon the Body, at the 

ſame Time that it has a very extraordinary Influence 
upon the Mind. nh EP RY 
I ſhall in this Paper conſider one very remarkable 
Effect which Cuſtom has upon human Nature; and 
waich, if rightly obſerved, may lead us unto very 
uſeful Rules of Life. What J ſhall here take Notice 
of in Cuſtom, is its wonderful Efficacy in making 
every Thing pleaſant to us. A Perſon who is ad- 
dicted to Play or Gaming, though he took but little 
Delight in it at firſt, by Veazees contracts ſo ſtrong 
an Inclination towards it, and gives himſelf up fo en- 
tirely to ir, that it ſeems the oy End of his Being. 


The Love of a retired or buſy Life will grow upon 


a Man inſenſibly, as he is converſant in the one or 


the other, till he is utterly unqualified for reliſhing 


that to which he has been for ſome Time diſuſed. 
Nay, a Man may ſmoke, or drink, or take Snuff, 
till he is unable to paſs away his Time without it; 


not 
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not to mention how our Delight in any particular 
Study, Art, or Science, riſes and improves in Pro- 
portion to the Application which we beſtow upon it. 
Thus what was at firſt an Exerciſe, becomes at length 
an Entertainment. Our Employments are changed 
into Diverſions. The Mind grows fond of thoſe 
Actions it is accuſtomed to, and is drawn with Re- 
luctancy from thoſe Paths in which it has been uſed 
to walk. . | | ” 


Not only ſuch Actions as were at firſt indifferent 


| to us, but even ſuch as were painful, will by Cuſtom 
and Practice, become pleafant. Sir Francis Bacon 
| obſerves in his natural Philoſophy, that our Taſte is 


never better pleaſed than with thoſe Things which 
at firſt created a Diſguſt in it. He gives particular 
Inſtances of Claret; Coffee, and Ln ee which 


the Palate ſeldom approves upon the firit Taſte; 
but when it has once got a Reliſh of them, general- 
ly retains it for Life. The Mind is conſtituted after 


the ſame Manner, and after having habituated itſelf 
to any particular Exerciſe or Employment, not only 
loſes its firſt Averſion towards it, but conceives a 
certain Fondneſs and Affection for it. I have heard 
one of the greateſt Geniuſſes this Age has produced, 
who had been trained up in all the police Studies of 
Antiquity, aſſure me, upon his being obliged to 


ſearch into ſeveral Rolls and Records, that notwith- 
ſtanding ſuch an Employment was at. firſt very dry 
| and irkſome to him, he at laſt took an incredible 
Pleaſure in it, and preferred it even to the reading of 


Virgil or Cicero. The Reader will obſerve, that I 
haye not here conſidered Cuſtom as it makes Things 
caſy, but as it renders them delightful; and though 


others have often made the ſame Reflections, it is 
poſſible they may not have drawn thoſe Uſes from 
it, with which I intend to fill the remaining Part of

mediately followed by a Reflection or Conſcience, 
Which tells you whether that which was ſo preſented 
is graceful or unbecoming. This Act of the Mind 
diſcovers itſelf in the Geſture, by a proper Behaviour 
in thoſe: whoſe Conſciouſneſs goęs no further than 
to direct them in the juſt Progreſs of their preſent 
Thought or Action; but betrays an Interruption in 


every ſecond Thought, when the Conſciouſneſs is 
employed in too fondly approving a Man's own Con- 


ceptions; which Sort of Conſciouſneſs is what we 
call Aﬀecttationey = hang n vo 
As the Love of Praiſe is implanted in our Boſom 
as a ſtrong Incentive to worthy Actions, it is a ver 
difficult Taſk to get above a Deſire of it for Things 
that ſhould be wholly indifferent. Women, whoſe 


Hearts are fixed upon the Pleaſure they have in the 


Conſciouſneſs that they are the Objects of Love and 
Admiration, are ever changing the Air of their 


Countenances, and altering the Attitude of their 


Bodies, to ſtrike the Hearts of their Beholders with 
new Senſe of their Beauty. The drefling Part of 


our Sex, whoſe Minds are the ſame with the fillier 


Part of the other, are exactly in the like uneaſy Con-

Coat, or other Inſtances of Merit, which they are

But this apparent Affectation, ariſing from an ill- 


govern'd Conſciouſneſs, is not ſo much to be won- 
dered at in ſuch looſe and trivial Minds as theſe: 


But when you lee it reign in Characters of Worth 


and Diſtinction, it is what you cannot but lament, not 
without ſome Indignation. It creeps into the Heart 
of the wile Man, as well as that of the Coxcomb.

When our Conſciouſneſs turns upon che-main nDe- 
ſign of Life, and our Thoughts are employed upon

guilty of it: But when we give the Paſſion for 
Praiſe and unbridled: Liberty, our Pleaſure in little 
Perfections, robs us of what is due to us for great 
Virtues and worthy Qualities. How many excellent 
Speeches and honeſt Actions are Joſt, for Want of 


being indifferent where we ought ? Men are op- 


preſſed with Regard to their Way of ſpeaking and 
acting, inſtead of 3 their Thoughts bent upon 
what they ſhould do or ſay; and by that Means bury 
a Capacity for great Things, by their Fear of failing 
in indifferent Fhin This perhaps, cannot be 
called Affectation; bars it has fome Pincture of it, 


at leaſt ſo far, as that their Fear of erring in a Thing 


of no Conſequence, argues they would be too much 
pleaſed in performing it. 

It is only from a thorough Difregand to himſelf in 
ſuch Particulars, that a Man can act with a laudable 
Sufficiency : His Heart is fixed upon one Point in 
View; and he commits no Errors becauſe he thinks 


nothing an Error, but what deviates from that 


Intention. 

The wild e M 1 in that Part 
of the World which ſhould be the moſt polite, is viſi- 
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ble wherever we turn our Eyes. It puſhes Men not 
only into Impertinences in Converſation, but alſo in

Content or Pleaſure : But the Good and Fuſt, Porz. 
HREMYLUsS, who was an old and a good Man, 
and withal exceeding poor, being deſirous to 
leave ſome Riches to his Son, conſults the Oracle of 
Apollo upon the Subject. The Oracle bids him fol- 
low the firſt Man he ſhould ſee upon his going out 
of the Temple. The Perſon he chanced to ſee was 
to Appearance an old, ſordid, blind Man, but upon 
his following him from Place to Place, he at laſt 
found by his own Confeſſion, that he was Plutus, 
the God of Riches, and that he was juſt come out 
of the Houſe of a Miſer. Plutus further told him, 
that when he was a Boy he uſed to declare, that as 
ſoon as he came to Age he would diſtribute Wealth. 
to none but virtuous and juſt Men; upon which 
Jupiter conſidering the pernicious Conſequences of 
ſuch a Reſolution, took his Sight away from him 
and left him to ſtroll about the World in the blind 
Condition wherein Chremylus beheld him. With 
much ado Chremylus prevailed upon him to go to 
his Houſe, where he met an old Woman in a tat- 
tered Raiment, who had been his Gueſt for many 
Years, and whoſe Name was Poverty. The old 
Woman refuſing to turn out ſo, eaſtly' as he would 
have her, he threatned to baniſh her not only from 
dis own Houſe but out of all Greece, if ſhe made any 
more Words upon the Matter. Poverty on this 
Occaſion pleads her Cauſe very notably, and repre- 
ſents to her old Landlord,” that ſhould ſhe be driven 
out of the Country, all their Trades, Arts and Sci- 
ences, would be driven out with her; and that if e- 
very one was rich, they would never be. ſupplied 
with thoſe Pomps, Ornaments and Conveniences of 
Life which made Riches deſirable. She likewiſe 
repreſented to him the ſeveral Advantages which — 
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beſtowed upon her V otaries, in regard to their Shape, 
their Health, and their Activity, by preſerving them 
from Gouts, Dropſies, Unwieldineſs, and Intemper- 
ance. But whatever ſhe had to ſay for herſelf, ſhe 
was at laſt forced to troop off. Chremylus immedi- 
ately conſidered how he might reſtore Plutus to his 
Sight; and in order to it, conveyed him to the Tem 
ple of ſculapius, who was famous for Cures and 
Miracles of this Nature. By this Means the Deity 
recovered his Eyes, and begun to make a right Uſe 
of them, by enriching. every one that was diſtin- 
guiſhed by Piety towards the Gods, and Juſtice to- 
wards Men; and at the ſame Time by taking away 
his Gifts from the impious and undeſerving. This 
produced ſeveral merry Incidents, till in the laſt Act 
Lercury deſcends with great Complaints from the 
Gods, that ſince the good Men were grown rich 
they had received no Sacrifices, which is confirmed 
- by a Prieſt of Jupiter, who enters with a Remon- 
*:rance, that ſince theſe latelnnovations, he was redu- 
ced to a ſtarving Condition, and could not hve upon 
his Office, Chremylus, who in the Beginning of the 
Play was religious in his Poverty, concludes with 
2 Propoſal which was reliſhed by all the good Men 
who were now grown rich as well as himſelf, (. e.) 
that they ſhould carry Plutus in ſolemn Proceſſion 
to the Temple, and inſtal him in the Place of Jupiter. 
This Allegory inſtructed the Athenians in two 
Points, firſt, as. it vindicated the Conduct of Pro- 
vidence in its ordinary Diſtribution of Wealth; and 
in the next Place, as it ſhewed the great Tendency 
of Riches to corrupt the Morals of thoſe who Ny 
Jelkd them: ft od Z ;

It gives one an 
Image of a Giants Den in a Romance, beſtrewed 
with the ſcattered Heads and afigtce: Limbs of thoſe 
who were flain by his Cruelty. | 
"The excellent Plutarch (who has more Strokes of 
| Good-naturein his Writings than ] remember in any 
| Author) cites a Saying of Cato to this Effect, That

out of Faſhion as not to offend, let us at leaſt of- 
fend with ſome Diſcretion und Meaſure; If we 
1 kill an Animal for our Proviſion, let us do it with 
5 the Meltings of Compaſſion, and without torment- 
ing it.

ing very attentively on that Sign in the Heavens 


which is called by the Name of "the Balance, when 
on a Sudden there appeared in it an extraordinary 


Light, as if the Sun ſhould riſe at Midpight By

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its increaſing in Breadth * Luſtre, 1 * found 
that it approached towards the Earth; and at length 
could diſcern ſomething like a Shadow hovering in 
the Midſt of a great Glory, which in a little Time 
after I diſtinctly perceived to be the Figure of a Wo- 
man. I fancied at firſt it might 1071 been the An- 


gel, or Intelligence that de the Conſtellation 
from which it deſcended; 


ut upon a nearer View 
I ſaw about her all the Emblems with which the 
Goddeſs of Juſtice is uſually deſcribed. Her Coun- 
tenance was unſpeakably awful and majeſtic, but ex- 

quiſitely beautiful to thoſe whoſe Eyes were ſtrong 
— to behold it; her ſmiles tranſported with 
Rapture, her Frowns terrified to Deſpair, She held 
in her Hand a Mirror, endowed with the ſame, Qua- 
lities as that which the Painters put into the Hand 
of Truth. 

There 3 from it a 1 ght, which alia. 
guiſhed itſelf from all the 8 that ſurrounded 
her, more than a Flaſh. of Lightning ſhines in the 
Midſt of wy Bray As tag moved it in; her Hand 


heard by Mortals, to make the Pomp of her Appear- 
ance more ſupportable, ſne ee Darkneſs and 
Clouds about her, that tempered the Light into a 


thouſand beautiful Shades and Colours, and multi- 


plied that Luſtre; which; was before too ſtrong and 
dazzling, into a Variety of milder Glories. 

In the mean Time the World was in an Alarm, 
and all the Inhabitants of it gathered together upon 
a ſpacious Plain; ſo that I ſeemed to have the whole 


_ Species before my Eyes. A Voice was heard from 
the Clouds, declaring the Intention of this Viſits,

Upon this, the Inhabitants of the Falch 


held up the Inſtruments of their Tenures, whether 


in Parchment, Paper, Wax, or any other Form of 
Conveyance . and as the Goddeſs moved the Mir- 
ror of Truth, which ſhe held in her Hand, ſo that 


the Light which flowed from it fell upon the Mul- 


titude, they examined the ſeveral Inſtruments by = 
Beams of it: The Rays of the Mirror had à par- 
ticular Quality of ſetting Fire to all Forgery anth: 


_Falſhood. The Blaze of Papers, the Melting of Seals, 


and the Crackling of Parchinents, made a very odd 
Scene. The Fire very often ran through two or 
three Lines only, and then ſtopped. Though I 
could not but Bader OH nth chiefly broke out a- 
mong the Interlineations, and Codicils, the Light of 
the Nnrrot, as it was turned up and doum, pierced 


into all the dark Corners and Receſſes of the Uni- 


verſe, and by that Means detected many Writings: 
and Records which had been hidden or buried by! 


Time, Chance, or Deſign.” This occaſioned a won- 
derful Revolution among the People. At the ſame 


Time, the Spoils of Extortion, Fraud and Robbery, 
with all the Fruits of Bribery and Corruption, were 
thrown together into a prodigious Pile, that almoſt 


reached to the Clouds, and Was called the" Mount ax 


Reſtitution; to which all injured Perſons were in- 


vited, to receive what belonged to them 


One might ſee Crowds of People — — 
ments come up, and change Cloaths with others that 


were dreſſed with Lace and Embroidery. Several 
who were Plumbs or very near it, became Men of 


moderate Fortunes; ; and many others, who were 
overgrown in Wealth and Poſſeſſions, had no more 
left than what they uſually ſpent. What moved my 
Concern moſt, was to ſee a certain Street of the 
greateſt Credit in Europe, from one End to ot other, 


became Bankrupt. 
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The next Command was, for the whole Body of 
Mankind to ſeparate themſelves into their proper 
Families: Which was no ſooner done, but an Edick 
was iſſued out, requiring all Children 0 repair to 
their true and natural Fathers. This put a great 
Part of the Aſſembly in Motion; for as the Mirror 
was moved over them, it inſpired every one with 
ſuch a natural Inſtinct, as directed them to their 
real Parents. It was a very melancholy Spectacle to 
ſee the Fathers of very large Families become Child- 

leſs, and Batchelors undone by a Charge of Sons and 
Daughters. Vou might ſee à preſumptive Heir of a 
| you. Eſtate aſk Bleſſing of his Coachman, and a ce- 

ebrated Toaſt paying her Duty to a Valet de Cham- 
bre. Many, under Vows of Celibacy, appeared ſur- 
rounded with a numerous Iſſue. This Change of 
Parentage would have cauſed great Lamentation, but 
that the Calamity was pretty common ; and that 
generally thoſe who loſt their Children had the Sa- 
tisfaction of ſeeing them put into the Hands of their 
deareſt Friends, Men were no ſooner ſettled 
in their Right to their Poſſeſſions and their Progeny, 
but there was a third Order proclaimed, that all the 
Poſts of Dignity and Honour in the Univerſe ſhould be 
conferred on Perſons of the greateſt Merit, Abilities 
and Perfections. The Handſome, the Strong, and 
the Wealthy, immediately preſſed forward; but not 
being able to bear the Splendor of the Mirror, which 

played upon their Faces, they immediately fell back 
among the Crowd: But as the Goddeſs tried the 
Multitude by her Glaſs, as the Eagle does its young 
ones by the Luſtre of the Sun, it was remarkable, 
that every one turned away his Face from it, who 
had not diſtinguiſhed himſelf either by Virtue, 
Knowledge, or Capacity in Buſineſs, either military 
or civil. This fele& Aſſembly was drawn up in the 

Center of a prodigious Multitude, which was dif- 
fuſed on all Sides, and ſtood obſerving them, as idle 
People uſed to gather about a Regiment that were 

5 exer- 
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exerciſing their Arms. They were drawn up in 
three Bodies: In the firſt were the Men of Virtue; 


in the ſecond, the Men of Knowledge ; and in the 


third, the Men of Buſineſs. It is impoſſible to look 
at the firſt Column without a ſecret Veneration, 
their Aſpects were ſo ſweetened with Humanity, 
raiſed with Contemplation, emboldened with Reſo- 
lution, and ate with the moſt agreeable Airs, 
which are thoſe that proceed from ſecret Habits of 
Virtue. I could not but take Notice, that there 
were many Faces among them which were unknown 


not only to the Multitude, but even to ſeveral of 
| their own Body. 


In the ſecond Column, oli of, the Men of 
Knowledge, there had been great Diſputes before 
they fell into their Ranks, which they did not do at 


laſt, without the pofitive Command of the Goddeſs, 


who preſided over the Aſſembly. She had ſo ordered 
it, that Men of the greateſt Genius and ſtron 


| Senſe were placed at the Head of the Column : 


hind theſe, were ſuch as had formed their Minds 


very much on the Thoughts and Writings of others. 


In the Rear of the Column, were Men who had more 
Wit than Senſe, or more Learning than Underſtand- 


ing. All living Authors of any Value were ranged 


in one of theſe Claſſes ; but I muſt confeſs, I Was 
very much ſurpriſed to ſee a great Body of Editors, 
Critics, Commentators and Grammarians, meet with 
ſo very ill Reception. They had formed them- 
ſclyes into a Body, and with a great deal of Arro- 
gance demanded the firſt Station in the Column of 


Knowledge; but the Goddels, inſtead of complying 


with their Requeſt, clapped them all into Liveries, 
and bid them know themſelves for no other but the 
Lackies of the Learned. 

"a the third Colnmn were. Men of Buſineſs, and. 
conſiſted of Perſons in military and civil Capacities. 
The former marched out from the Reſt, and placed 
themſelves i in the F ront; at which the other 1 

eir 
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their Heads at them, but did not think fit to diſpute 
the Poſt with them. I could not but make ſeveral 
Obſervations upon this laſt Column of People; but 
I have certain private Reaſons why I do not think 
fit to communicate them to the Fable In. .order 
to fill up all the Poſts of Honour, Dignity and Profit, 
there was a Draught made out of . each Column of 
Men, who were Maſters of all three Qualifications 
in ſome Degree, and were preferred to Stations of 
the firſt Rank. The ſecond Draught was made out 
of ſuch as were poſſeſſed of any two of the 7 
. cations, who were diſpoſed of in Stations of a ſecond 
Dignity. Thoſe who were left, and were en- 
e; only with one of them, had their ſuitable 
Poſts. When this Was over, their remained many 
Places of Truſt and Profit unfilled, for which the: 
were freſh Draughts. made out of the ſurrounding 
Multitude, who had any Appearance of theſe Excel- 
Jenciesg or. were recommended by thoſe who e 
them in Reality. ; 
All Mere ſurprized to ſee. 2 many new Faces in 
* moſt eminent Dignities; and for my own Part, 
1 was very well pleaſed to ſee all my Friends either 
kept their preſent Poſts or were, advanced to higher. 
Having filled my Paper with thoſe Particulars of 
my Viſion which concern the Male Part of Mankind, 
* muſt reſerve for. another Occafion ede ge. it, 
bucks rehates:t to the Þ Fair-Sen.

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charming a Multitude filled my Heart with unſpeak- 
able Pleaſure; and as the celeſtial Light of the Mir- 
ror ſhone upon their Faces, ſeveral of them ſeem- 
ed rather Perſons that deſcended in the Train of the 
Goddeſs, than ſuch as were brought before her to 
their Trial.” Fhe Clack of Fongues, and Confuſion 
of Voices in the new Aſſembly, were ſo very great, 


that the Goddeſs was force to command Sflence 


ſeveral Times, and with ſome Severity, before ſhe 
could make them attentive to her Edidts.” They 
were all ſenſible, that the moſt important Affair a+ 
mong Womankind Was then to be ſettled, which 
every one knows to be the Point of Place. This 
had raiſed innumerable Diſputes among them, and 
put the whole Sex into a Fumult Every one pro- 
duced her Claim, and pleaded her Pretenſions. Birth, 
Beauty, Wit, or Wealth, were Words that rung in 
my Ears from all Parts of the Plain. Some boaſted 
of the Merit of their Huſbands ; others of their own 
Power of governing them. Some pleaded their un- 
ſpotted Virginity; others their numerous Iſſue. 
Some valued themſelves as they were the Mothers, 
and others as they were the Daughters, of conſider- 
able Perſons. There was not a ſingle Accompliſh- 
ment unmentioned, or unpractiſed. The whole 
Congregation was full of ſinging, dancing, toſſing, 
oghng, Nr ſmiling, ſighing, fanning, frown- 
ing, and all theſe irreſiſtible Arts which Women put 
in Practice, to captivate the Hearts of reaſonable 
Creatures.

Several clapped their 
Hands on their Foreheads, as helping their Sight to 
look upon the Glories that ſurrounded the Goddeſs, 
but in Reality to ſhew fine Hands and Arms. The 
Ladies were yet better pleaſed, when they heard, 
that in the Deciſion of this great Controverſy, each 
of them ſhould be her own Judge, and take her Place 
according to her own, Opinion of herſelf, when ſhe 


conſulted. her Looking-glaſs. SAT IG log ed 
The: Goddeſs then let down. the Mirror of Truth 


in a golden Chain, which appeared larger in Propor- 
tion as it deſcended, and approached nearer to the 
Eyes of the Beholders. It was the particular Pro- 
perty of this Looking-glaſs to baniſh all falſe Appear- 
_ ances, and ſhew people what they really are. The 
whole Woman was.repreſented, without Regard to 
the uſual external Features, which were made en- 
tirely conformable to their real Characters, In ſhort, 
the moſt accompliſhed. (taking the whole Circle of 
Female Perfections) were the. moſt beautiful ; and

the moſt defective, the moſt deformed. The God- 
deſs ſo varied the Motion of the Glaſs, and placed it 
in ſo many different Lights, that each had an Op- 
portunity of ſeeing herſelf in it. 


It is impoſſible to deſeribe the Rage, the Pleaſure 
or-Aſtoniſhment, that appeared. in cach Face upon | 
its Repreſentation in the Mirror ;  Multitudes ſtarted 

at their own Form, and would have broken the 
Glaſs if they could have reached it. Many ſaw 
their blooming Features. wither as they looked, upen 
. them, and their Self-admiration, turned into a Loath- 
ing and Abborrence.., The Lady who was, thought

ſo agreeable in her langere and Was g often cele- 
brated for àa Woman of Fire and Spirit, Was izigitcd 
at her own Image, and fancied ſhe aw Fury in the 

Glaſs. The intereſted Miſtreſs beheld a Harpy, aud 

the ſubtle Jilt a Sphynx, I was very much treubled

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in my own Heart, to ſee ſuch a Deſtruction of fine 
Faces; but at the fame Time had the Pleaſure of 
ſeeing ſeveral improved, which I had before looked 
upon as the greateſt Mafter-pieces of Nature. I ob- 
ſerved, that ſome few were fo humble as to be ſur- 
prized at their own Charms, and that many a one, 
who had lived in the Retirement and Severity of. a 
Veſtal, ſhined forth in all the Graces and Attractions 
of a Siren. 1 was raviſhed at the Sight ef a par- 
ticular Image in the Mirror, which I think the moſt 
beautiful Object that my Eyes ever beheld; There 
Was ſomething more than human in her Countenance : 
Her Eyes were ſo full of Light that they ſeemed to 
beautify every Thing they looked upon. Her Face 
was fo enlivened with ſuch a florid Bloom as did 

not fo prope uy ſeem the Mark of Health; as of Im- 

mortality. Her ſhape, her Stature, and her Mein, 
were ſuch as diſtinguiſhed her even there, where the 
whole Fair-ſex was aſſembled. 

[ was impatient to fee the Lady repreſented by Iv 
divine an Image, whom TI found to be the Perſon 
that ſtood at my right Hand, and in the fame Point 
of View with myſelf.

I || of rigid: Mirtue ſtruck dumb. A Lady who ſtood 
KS: by me, and ſaw my Concern, told me, ſhe wondered 
14 how I could be concerned for ſuch a Pack o. 


I found by the ſhaking of her Head, ſhe was going 
to give me their Characters; but by her ſaying no 
more, I perceived ſhe had loſt the Command ot her 
Tongue: This Calamity fell. very heavy upon chat 
Part of Women who are diſtinguiſhed by the; Name 
of Prudes, a courtly Word for Female Hypocrites, 
who have a ſhort Way to being virtuous, by ſhew- 

ing that others are vicious. Ihe ſecond Sentence 
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was then pronounced againſt the looſe Part of the 
Sex,; that all ſhould immediately be a nl who 

in any Part of their Lives had run the Hazard of it. 
This produced a very goodly Appearance, and re- 

vealed ſo many Miſconducts, that made thoſe Who 
were; lately truck dumb, fepirle: more than ever at 
Ge Want 6f Utterance; though at the ſume Time 
s Afflictions ſeldom come ſingle) many of the 

1 were al ſo ſeized with this new Calamity. The 
Ladies were now in ſuch à Condition, that they 
would have wanted Room, had not the Plain been 
large enough to let them divide! their Ground, and 
extend their Lines on all Sides. It was: a ſenſible 
Affliction to me, to ſee ſuch a Multitude of fair one's, 

either dumb or big-bellied: But I was ſomething 
more at Eaſe, when I found chat they agreed upon 
ſeveral Regulations to cover ſuch Misfortunes.

People not only in impertinent Terror, but in ſu-

Man, The Horror with which we entertain the 
Thoughts of Death (or indeed of any tyeure Rut) 
and the Uncertainty of its Approach, fill a melan- 
cCholy Mind with innumerable Apprehenſions and 
Suſpicions, and conſequently diſpoſe it to the Obſer- 
vation of ſuch groundleſs Prodigies and Predictions, 
For as it is the chief Concern of wife Men, to re- 
trench the Evils of Life by the Reaſonings of Philo- 
ſophy; it is the Employment of Fools, to multiply 
them by the Sentiments of Superſtition.

Were I endowed with this divining 
it ſhould inform me truly of every Thing that can 
befal me. I would not anticipate the Reliſh of any 
Happineſs, nor feel the Weight of any Miſery, be- 


fore it aQtually amjves. ye oh [on obs 
I know but one Way of fortifying my Soul againſt 
theſe gloomy Preſages and 'Ferrors of Mind; and 
that is, by ſecuring to myſelf the Friendſhip and 
Protection of that Being, who diſpoſes of Events, 
and governs Futurity. He ſees at one View, the 
whole Thread of my Exiſtence, not only that Part 
of it which I have already paſted through, but that 
which runs forward into all the Depths of Eternity 
When I lay me down to ſleep, I recommend myſelſ 
to his Care; when I awake, I give myſelf up to his 
Direction. | Amidſt all the Evils that threaten me.

but whote Progreſs in Life, and whoſe Uſefulneſs-to 
Mankind, have perhaps heen hindered by the Super- 
Aae hi Knwedg e and the Celerity df his Mind, 
.  Palyphilus, was remarkable at the School for ſur- 
- pafling all his Companions, without any viſible Ap. 
- plication ; and at the Univerſity was diftinguiſhed 
- equally for his ſucceſsful Progreſs, as well through 
the rough and thorny Mazes of Science, as the 
ſmooth and flowing Paths of - politer Literature; 
without any ſtrict Confinement to Hours of Study, 
Hz or any remarkable Forbearance of the Dong; 
muſements of young Men, 
When Polyphilus was at the Age in which Men 
8 uſually chuſe their Profeſſion, and prepare to enter 
into a public Character, every academical Eye was

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 Polyphilus, though by no means inſolent or af- 
ſuming, had been ſufficiently exicouraged; by un- 
interrupted Succeſs, puts ee in 
his. own Parts; and was not below his Companions 
in the Indulgence of bis Hopes; and Expectation of 
the Aſtoniſhment with Which the World would be
